Four days before the convention its 
promoters gave out, of course, that it 
was found necessary “to make some ma- 
terial changes in the program of the 
daily sessions, owing to the inability of 
some of the speakers scheduled at the 
outset to attend the convention,” but 
the next day or thereabouts the follow- 
ing was put out: 

Numerous additional announcements reached 
Secretary Thompson yesterday that the dele- 
gations coming would be considerably larger 
than at first contemplated, and from points 
where at the outset but four or five repre- 
sentatives were expected the number will 
e more than doubled. * * * There are 
enrolled representatives from over 200 cities 
and towns in the South, and from the way 
new delegations are coming in at present the 
secretary estimates that at least 300 South- 
ern towns will be on the list when the con 
vention is called to order on Tuesday morn 
ing. He estimates that at the lowest there 
over 1000 Southern men of affairs in 
attendance at the session, as every commer

The “more than a thousand 
Southern men of affairs” dwindled 
down to less than 150 delegates, judg- 
ing from the registry at the conclusion 
of the first session, and probably the 
most prominent Southern man “of af- 
fairs” to fill up the gaps of garrulity in 
the convention was the Honorable Hoke 
Smith in time-honored remarks. At 
least one Southern governor was pres- 
ent, but he seemed to leave early, and 
there were one Southern congressman 
and one Southern mayor of the expected 
host of notables. 

This farce is recalled for the benefit 
of the few individuals who, overlooking 
the fact that the South is equipped with 
all the regular and recognized organiza- 
tion necessary to transact its business, 
may be inclined to take seriously the 
call for the “Southern Industrial Parlia- 
ment” at Washington. The South has 
no need for it. It has been given too 
much talk. It is hard at work contrib- 
uting to the progress and prosperity of 
the country, and is getting tired of con- 
ferences, conventions and “parliaments” 
with no especial abiding place.

“Our trade in domestics has been satis- 
factory in the past three months as to vol- 
ume, but in the finer grades and in the 
few printers’ goods we still make there 
has not been the activity we might rea- 
sonably look for. Save in printers’ goods, 
however, the outlook is better. 

“I should say we would have a slow 
summer, but with the mills running in 
full and with prices well maintained. The 
demand next month will be better than it 
now is, and there will probably be a fair 
movement in June. After the middle of 
July I feel that the large York 
houses will begin to stock up against the 
demands that must come from the lightly- 
stocked stores of the country. In the fall 
I venture to say the position of the New

England manufacturer will be better than 
it has been for many tedious months. 

“IT have no hesitation in saying, from 
my experience, that the best trade comes 
to the mills when cotton is fairly low and 
steady in price, and when the element of 
speculation in the business does not con- 
template abnormal profits for the planter 
or the manufacturer. We keep in fairly 
good touch with the fetail trade, we think, 
and I have no hesitation in saying that 
at this time there is no overproduction in 
our goods.” 

All through New England in the past 
two years a great deal of money has been 
expended for renewals of machinery. This 
statement is vouched for by two of the 
largest machinery men in the country, 
and further evidence of its truth is given 
in the frequent assertions of New Eng- 
land men regarding the necessity of 
adopting recent improvements in all de- 
partments of cotton mills. Returns from 
available improvement accounts in mills 
in Southern New England alone show an 
expenditure in this direction of $7,000,000 
in 14 months. Put in another way, this 
would represent more than 400,000 new 
spindles. 

Unquestionably this large expenditure 
has been forced by the primal business 
law in manufacturing of producing at the 
lowest possible cost, and more particu- 
larly on the basis of cost fixed by newer 
competitors. The older fine-goods mills 
have felt the pressure consequent on the 
building of many new ones in New Eng- 
while the mills making 
counts have been pushed by the South 
and by the mills like those of the Fall 
River Iron Works Co., which fix a new

Many views are obtainable throughout 
New England among manufacturers as to 
the status of the cotton crop and the prices 
for it. A very interesting summing up of

“The South has done something this 
year I have not known before in my 22 
years’ experience. It has held its cotton 
and demonstrated its ability to hold it at 
a figure profitable for the planter. The 
South has become rich, and it has also be- 
come wise to the possibilities of financing 
a crop that is valuable. It has been 
harder this year to get desirable offers 
from Southern points than at any time in 
my experience, despite the acknowledged 
fact that the crop is exceedingly large. 

“This feature has undoubtedly given 
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much stability to the manufacturing situ- 
ation, and I have no fault to find with it 
The time has gone by when we 
might look for an unloading for the pur- 
pose of paying debts, securing fertilizers, 
I do not think cotton will go 
much below seven and one-half cents for 
New York spots. Our mills in New Eng- 
land purchased freely in the early months 
of the crop year, save in Fall River. I 
think the South’s attitude on cotton will 
do iuch to maintain prices on cloth in

The fancy gingham and fancy weaving 
mills are all finding a better demand for 
their goods. Prices are not as favorable 
as some of them would wish, although 
some novelties are netting large profits. 
But all of them report a condition which 
is also reported by the fine-goods mills of 
New Bedford, Fall River, and Northeast- 
ern Connecticut, and that is a steadily 
expanding trade. 

The one weak spot is in print cloths. 
The print works are not being run in full, 
and some of the print-goods mills have 
turned their machinery onto coarse goods 
from 4.30s to 6-yard goods. This is not 
profitable, but it seems better than stock- 
ing up goods for which there is no call 
for the time being. Some of the bleach- 
eries have not been running in full, but 
there has been an improvement in this di- 
rection within two or three weeks, and 
the feeling among bleachers and finishers 
is better. 

On the whole, then, New England finds 
a better prospect ahead of it in view of 
the present condition of trade, and it is 
certainly not finding much fault with the 
Southern planter who wants to get cost 


or a little better for his product. 


Coal Mining in New River. 

The output of coal in the New River 
district of West Virginia for the month of 
March amounted to a loaded tonnage of 
492,755, with 1058 cars of coke, making 
a total of more than 550,000 tons of coal 
mined for the month.
